Each batten has nail markings. Each mark runs vertical to the batten; the same direction as the flutes. 
Proper placement of fasteners - Figure I . 

The nail markings are placed on the batten according to the "Fastening Guide" - Figure 2 
Important: 

If you arc double .telting or installing on a pitch of 7inl2 or greater, I '.-i- inch- long or longer staples should be used. 
Air pressure should be adjusted so staple is flush with the surface of the batten. 

BauenUP battens must be fastened with I W-inch-long minimum, 1 -inch-crown staples OK I '/^-inch-long minimum. 
7 / ^-inch-crown staples. 

Staples Must Be Placed Horizontally On The Batten. 

Battens are. to be fastened at 6-inches on center with the outside fasteners placed I -inch from the outside edge of the batten. 
From left to right staples will be placed as follows: I", fi". 12". 18". 24", 30". 36", 42", 47"
